OF THE 


LUNATIC HOSPITAL, 
In MANCHESTER. 


HE Truſtees of the PuBLIck INFiRMaA- 

Rx, in MANCHESTER, raiſed in the Year 
1752, in forming their firſt and general Plan, 
found it extremely inconvenient to admit 
Poor Lunaticks as In-Patients; upon Account, 
firſt of the great Expence which would ne- 
 ceſlarily be incurred by Building a Ward or 
Wards proper for their Reception; and ſe- 
condly, in maintaining a Governor, and 0- 
ther Servants, whoſe whole Care would cn- 
tirely be taken up in guarding and ſecuring 
theſe unhappy Perſons from thoſe Violen- 
ces which they frequently commit upon 
themſelves and others; whatever therefore 
might have been their benevolent Intentions 
towards them, they found themſelves oblig- 
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ed, in conformity with the Rules of all other 
Infirmaries, to exclude theſe miſerable Objefls Y 
from being admitted as 1n-Paltents. | 


This Rule however, did not deter many Þ? 
humane and charitable Perſons from fre- 
quently ſolliciting the Truſtees to take the 
Caſe of Poor Lunaticks once more under Con- 
ſideration, and if poſhble to admit them as 
In- Palicuts, with a Promiſe of contributing 
generouſly towards any extraordinary Ex- 
pence which might be incurred upon this 
Occaſion ; and without the leaſt Deſire that 
their firſt and general Deſign ſhould be in 
any Degree injured thereby. Thus encou- 
raged, the 'Truſtees were prevailed upon to 
ſet about this deſirable Work, to which they 
were moreover moved by the following 
Conſideration. 


In the firſt Place, they apprehended that no 
Caſes could be more truly deplorable than 
| thoſe of Poor Lunaticks, who had, in common 
no Proſpect of a Cure, and who had belides 
no Care or Attendance upon their Perions. 
but what a needy Parent could bellow, or 
what a thrifty Pariſh Officer would provide, 
at the ſame Time that they continued pub- 
lick Spectacles of the deepeſt Miſery, if not 
of Terror, to their Neighbours. 


Secondly, 
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| Secondly, the great Proſpet which the 
Truſtees might fairly entertain of frequent- 
ly relieving theſe poor Wretches, if not per- 
fecting their Cure; by duly confining them, 

ſupplying them with all Neceſſaries, and 
placing them under the Care of ſkilful Phy- 
ſicians; the Phyſicians of the Infirmary, (and 
the Surgeons. when necellary,} having gene- 
roully offered to give their Attendance gratis. 


The laſt, but not leaſt Conſideration, was 
the Aſſiſtance which they might reaſonably 
hope to give to many Perſons of middling 
Fortunes, who labouring under the terrible 
Misfortunes of an unſound Mind, had no 
Place to reſort to but a priate Mad-houſe; 
where their Cure ſtood a great Chance of be- 
ing protracted for the Benefit of the Merce- 
nary Keeper, it ever to be accompliſhed by 
one who could lay ſo ſmall a Claim to Me- 
dical Abilities. Jheſe Perſons, or their Re- 
lations, they could not doubt would gladly 
give the Preference to an A/ylum of this Kind, 
managed by Men of Principles and Honour, 
where the Patients might expect to meet 
with the moſt humane and diſintereſted 
Treatment; and where, tho' a moderate Fee 
was taken by the Truſtees for their Subſiſt- 
ence, and by the Phyſician for his Advice, 
they might happily be reſtored to their 


Health 
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Health and Friends, without impairing their 
Fortunes. 


Theſe Conſiderations prevailed upon the 
Truſtees to attempt ſo deſirable a Work, as 
an Hoſpital for the reception of Lunaticks, 
to which they were now particularly ſtimu- 
lated, by the uncommon Liberality of a moſt 
worthy Gentleman in the Neighbourhood, 
the late WilL1aM WRICHT, Eſq; in Stock- 
fort, who no fooner heard of their Deſign, 
than he promiſed to contribute 100 Guineas 
towards 1t. 


With this and other generous Benefactions 
they were enabled in the Year 17635, to erect, 
and furniſh a Building ſolely for the uſe of 
Lunaticks; likewiſe to provide a Governor 
and Governels, with proper Servants entirely 
to attend upon them: But the Money ſub- 
ſcribed being little more than what was ex- 
pended in the Erection of the Building, &c. 
they found themſelves obliged to exact a 
weekly Sum from the Relations of each Pa- 
tient, or from their Pariſh Officers, for their 
Board and Maintenance; which Expence was 
unavoidable, ſeeing they had a Publick In- 
firmary to ſupport, which colt little leſs than 
1400l. per Annum, and which conſequently 
deprived them of every hope of being able 
to lay a farther Tax upon the publick Bene- 

volence,

volence, in the ſame Quarter, for this par- 
ticular Purpoſe. 


FR From the Encouragement however which 
they have received, and by the larger week- 
ly Stipends which have been freely paid by 
* thoſe of better Fortunes, who have thought 
4 propcr to ſend their Relations to this reputa- 
[> ble Manhon, they are not without a Proſpect 
of being able in Time to receive the poorer 
Patients Gratis, particularly it thoſe whom 
Providence has enabled to promote ſo chari- 
table a Deſign, ſhall be touched with a due 
degree of Compaſſion for ſuch unfortunate 
| Perſons, who can have no Proſpect of a 
Cure, or even of being removed from being 
publick Spectacles, but what thay may re- 
ceive from ſuch an Inllitution. 
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In the whole, thoſe humane Perſons who 
ſhall ſeriouſly reflect upon the Number of 
diſtreſſed Objects of this kind, with which 
this Kingdom unhappily abounds, and which 
F has given riſe to ſo many private Mad-houſes, 
1 where the moft palpable Impoſitions, to ſay 
no worſe of them, have been often practiſed: 
If they conſider likewiſe that there are but 
two very ample Receptacles for them, both in 
our great Metropolis, and at too great a Diſ- 
tance, for theſe poor Creatures to gain Ad- 
mittance, + a large Expence, and even 
F that 
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that theſe Hoſpitals, ſpacious as they are, 
would be incapable of containing one tenth 
of their number, were all to apply for Ad- 
mittance. 'Thele Circumſtances being conſi- 
dered, we hope this our well meant Under- 
takiug will meet with their Approbation, 
and as we wiſh only for a proper Fund, out 
of which the poorer Sort may be relieved 
without any kind of Expence, and our Build- 
ing enlarged in Proportion to the Numbers 
which may apply for Admittance, we can- 
not help inviting all charitable Perſons to 
throw their Mite into 1t. 


This Hoſpital, if a Place may deſerve that 
Name, into which none can be admitted, 
without paying in ſome Meaſure for their 
Subſiſtence, was opened on the 10th Day of 
May 1766, a Number of Rules and Orders, 
copied chiefly irom the Regulations purſued 
in the London Hoſpitals, having been previ- 
onſly agreed upon, forthe Management of it. 


The Truſtees of the Infirmary, and all 
Contributors of ol. or upwards are appoint- 
ed Governors, but the immediate Care and 
Management of it, is committed to21 Perſons, 
who are choſen out of the Truſtees of the 
Infirmary, on the Thurſday next preceding the 
24th Day of June annually, of which five are 


a Board. But to ſave theſe Gentlemen the 
trouble 


n 
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trouble of a conſtant Attendance, the Truſs 
tees of the Infirmary at large, have a Power 
of Admitting, and Diſcharging Patients out 
of this Hoſpital, at their weekly Board held 
every Monday at 11 o'Clock in the Morning. 


Method and Terms of Admitlance. 

For the Admiſhon of Patients into this 
Hoſpital, a Petition muſt be drawn up in 
the Form herealter preſcribed, ſetting forth 
the Age, Sex and Condition of the Patient, 
and deſcribing the Caſe as near as poſſible, 
which Petition muſt be ſigned by two of the 


Relations or Friends of the Patient, or, if 


Paupers, by the Overſeers of the Poor, and 
ſent to the Secretary of the Hoſpital, who 
will lay the ſame before the Truſtees at the 
next weekly Board, and return an immedi- 
ate Ar.ſwer, for his or her Admiſhon, if found 
duly qualifyed by the Phyſician. But 
previous to the Admiſhon, two ſubſtantial 
Houſe-keepers muſt enter into a Bond, for 
the Payment of a certain weekly Stipend 
for the Patients Subſiſtence, during his or 
her Continuance in the Houle; and of the 
penal Sum of 20s. weekly, for every Week 


the Patient ſhall ſtay in the Hoſpital, after 


he or ſhe ſhall have been duly diſcharged by 
the Truſtees. A Certificate will likewiſe be 
required, duly executed 'by the Overſeers 
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of the Poor, to aſcertain the Patients legal 
Settlement. 


In the Caſe of Perſons of ſuperior Condi- 
tion, no Certificate will be required, but the 
Truſtees will treat with the Friends of the 
Patient, in regard to Subſiſtence, and of Fees 
to be paid to Phyſicians, and Surgeons, who, 
in all other Caſes givetheir Attendance Gxalis. 
Theſe Preliminaries being ſettled, the Patient 
will be admitted, and all due Care taken. 


It was firſt intended that this Hoſpital, 
tho” a diſtinct Building, ſhould only be con- 
ſidered as a ſeperate Ward of the Infirmary, 
and that all Benefactions to it, as well as the 
weekly Stipends paid by the Patients, after 


diſcharging the Governors, and Servants 


Wages, andother incidental Expences, ſhould 
be thrown into the Infirmary Caſh, by way 
of Satisfaction to that Charity for their Board 
and Maintenance, which was the Practice 
followed to the 25th of March 1771; but the 
Truſtees having been enabled by ſeveral mu- 
nificent Benefactions and Legacies, greatly 
to enlarge their Building, and to fit up many 
more Cells, it has ſince been judged more 
eligible, to appoint a treaſurer and Deputy 
Treaſurer of this Hoſpital Annually, to take 
the Charge of, and make a ſeparate Provi- 


hon for the Family, whoſe Accounts are 
laid 


( 1 ) 
laid before the Truſtees at their general 
meeting, held on the Thurſday preceding the 
24th Day of June, and publiſhed in the Re- 
port of the State of the Public Infirmary. 


It is with the greateſt Pleaſure, at the End 
of ten Years, the 'Fruſtees have found the 
Benefactions to this Hoſpital ſo numerous, 
as to enable them to reduce the weekly Sti- 
pends of the Poor from 5 to 4 Shillings, and 
to give them a proſpect in no long time, of 
being able farther to reduce them The 
Stipends of others füll continue to be pro- 
portion d to their Circumilances, 


A Patient once admitted may be viſited at 
any Time by Js or her Relations or Friends, 
but not without an Order ſigued by one of 
the Managers, or Phyſicians, or upon Appli- 
cation to the weekly Board of Truſtees, 
which is never reſuſed. And all Strangers 
deſirous of ſeeing the Houſe, are admitted 
upon the ſame Terms. 


All Benefactions to this Hoſpital, are 
gratefully received by the Treaſurer and 
Deputy Treaſurers of this Hoſpital, and all 


Payments made, are carefully to be paid 


into their Hands. 


Such Perſons as may be diſpoſed to pro- 
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mote this Undertaking. by their laſt Will, 
are deſired to do it in the following Words. 


I give and bequeath to the Treaſurer of 
the Lunatick Hoſpital, in Mancheſter, for the 
Time being, the Sum of which ſaid 
Sum 1 deſire may be paid out of my perſo- 
nal Egate, and applied by him to the Sup- 
port of the Lunatick Hoſpital, in Mancheſter 
aforeſaid.

Board, except in Caſes of Emergency, when, by an Order 
from one of the Phyſicians, a Patient may be admitted, and

II. That every Patient as ſoon as admitted, ſhall be con- 
ducted into a Cell, and not permitted to go at large, or even 
into the Governor's Room, without Orders from his or her 


Phyſician, 


III. That all Patients upon Admittance ſhall be duly 
ſearched, and every Thing, by which they may injure them- 
ſelves, or others, ſhall be taken from them. 


IV. That no Knives and Forks ſhall be uſed by any of 


the Patients. 


V. That the greateſt Care be taken in regard to the Regi- 


men of each Patient, that it be exactly ſach as the Phyſi- 


cian ſhall preſcribe, 


VI. That the Male and Female Patients ſhall be kept ſepa- 


rate, upon different Stories of the Hoſpital,

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VII. That the Male and Female Patients ſhall be aired in 
the different Yards appointed for that Purpoſe, as often as 


the Weather ſhall permit, or it is judged neceſſary by the 
Phyſician, 


VIII. That no Stripes or Beatings, no Coercions whatever 
more than what is neceſſary to reſtrain the Furious from hurt- 
ing themſelves or others, ſhall be inflicted or made uſe of by 
the Keeper, or any of his Servants, unleſs by ſpecial Order in 
Writing from the Phyſician, upon pain of Expulſion. 


IX. That the Keeper of the Hoſpital ſhall every Monday 
Morning bring a Liſt of the Patients, and ſhall be ready to 
give an Account of them reſpectively to the Weekly Board, 


X. That the Houſe viſitors of the Infirmary, ſhall daily 


viſit this Hoſpital, noting down the Behaviour of the Gover- 


nor and Servants to the Patients, or any particular Occurrences 
in a Book to be provided for that purpoſe, which ſhall be 


laid evey Monday, before the Truſtees at their Weekly Board, 


upon which Day two of the Committee are deſired to viſit 
this Hoſpital, | 


XI. That no Relation or Friend of a Patient be allowed 
admittance, without an Order firſt obtained in Writing from 
one of the Managers for the Time being, or from one of the 
Phyſicians on Surgeons, or from the Weekly Board. In 
which Order the Names of ſuch Relation or Friend ſhall be 
ſpecifyed; and no Stranger to be admitted but upon the
